Jeflferfon had 
written in his Notes on r/r^mid——The gen- 
tleman appeared to infuriate, that the Pre- 
fulent had declared, it wti of no confequence 
to fociety\ whether we believed there were 
Twenty Gods, or no G o d . — W h e r e a s M r . J . 
fays, " /i does me no injury., for 
my 
neigh- 
bour to say^tbere are twenty Gads, or no 
God:" 
— Which, he faid, was quite a different mat- 
ter. 
It was true, the gentleman had corrett- 
ed hiniftlf. by reading the words ; buc it ap- 
peared he me^nt to make a wrong impreiFion 
with them. 
H e believed, if other documents 
•Vere as ready at hand, the other mfinuations 
C{ uld as eafily be proved to be fallr or diftort- 
rd : But Whether the rcColution was anprov- 
ed, or negatived, it vrould not hurt M r . Jef- 
frrfoii's reputation. 
H e hoped the qucltion 
would be taken. 


M r . Mitchfli (of Eafton) did not like, he 
faid, to fee fo much pjtrty-fpirit excited. 
H e

the fubjed^ had been difcuiTed. 
H e meant, however, to vote for the rrfolu-

whether

their 
defence. 
Is there, he aikrd, a precedent, in 
any country, to authorize the Houfe to de- 
prive a citizen of nn office, or the fruit.s of it, 
held by contradl, by rclcinding and dcilioy- 
ing that coinrad, without giving him an op- 
porttinity to be heard in his dcfexice by him- 
felf or counfel ? 
Sliall we, he continued 
in our Commonwealth—under our Hepubli- 
can Government—in our land o{ liberty 
and 
equality-m^about 
uobicb we have fo iwuch ron- 
verfation, give an authority for luch a pro- 
cedure ? 
T h e printers, he faid, might iliew, 
from any thing wbich'appeared to the con- 
trary, if an opportunity was offered them, 
negatively, that the offenfive publication did 
not allcde to Mr. Jeffrrfon ;—that his name 
was not mentioned in the whidc piece, except 
in allufion to the democratic, or republican 
party ; and in this w-iy «nly once. 
Uiii'-fs 
the fac\s nlluded to, he fnid, were true, Mr. 
Jeffcrfon had no light to coniidrf himfelC im- 
plicated, any more thun any other perl'on in 
the country. 
There is. faid Mr. U. a ^ i d 
of evid-nce, almoil irrefiftable, to his mind, 
that M r . J< ff/rfon is guilty of the ciurcics

B. faid he w ai fo unhappy as greatly 
te differ from the gentleman from Shi flR Id, 
in opinion, refpe£\ing the troth o f the infinu- 
ationt in the piece in debate.— H e was ex 
trowely forry, he f-id. to hear that gentle 
man fay, he fol-mnly believed thefr ch \'ges 
to be all true !
